WASHINGTON f/P—Something of 
a “golden” silence is descending 
on Capitol Hill. 
A com parative silence, of course. 
On any given day there is likely 
to b e a gush of oratory in either 
the House or Senate, or b oth. But 
the wordy torrents are fewer and 
less lusty than a year ago. 
The change is reflected in a 
skim pier congressional 
r e c o r d . 
And this means less of a drag on 
the taxpayer’s dollar. At $ 8« a 
page the saving over last year, up 
to June 1, was $7f*,G40. 
3,518 Pages 
The Senate met on 65 days b e­ 
fore June for a total of 312 hours 
one minute. To record its “pro­ 
ceedings” for the first five months 
consisting mostly of talk the Sen­ 
ate took 3,538 pages in the Con­ 
gressional Record. 
That’s considerab le wordage, of 
course—at ab out 1,550 words to the 
page, it makes roughly 5>¿ million 
words. But look a^ 1054: 
In the first five months last 
year, the Senate met on 93 days 
for 206 hours 25 minutes, and re­ 
quired 4,207 pages to put its “ pro­ 
ceedings” in the R e c ord -18 per 
cent more words. 
House Talks I.ess 
House m em b ers, who tradition­ 
ally regard senators as unduly ver- 
b ase, met 74 days b efore June 1 
for a total of 258 hours 59 minutes. 
That amounted to 2,6!K) pages or 
slightly over four million words. 
The 435 House memb ers thus used 
28 per cent fewer words than the 
% senators. 
But in the first five months of 
1954, the House m et for 272 hours 
39 minutes and filled up 2,747 
pages. 
This 
new

is 
carrying over into the appendix of 
the Record, where memb ers of 
b oth houses take opportunity to 
“ extend” their rem arks. 
Up to June 1, 1954, the appendix 
ran 4,018 pages. This year, for the 
sam e period, the rem arks covered 
only 3,786 pages. 
How Come? 
WTiat’s the reason for this? No 
one is sure. 
Senate Majority Leader Lyndon 
Johnson (D-Tex) says it is his 
party’s “ efficiency.” Johnson no­ 
ticeab ly has discouraged long Sen­ 
ate speeches. 
Others say Congress during a 
second session such as last year 
spends more time on the floor and 
talks more than during a first se.s- 
sion such as this year. 
Some may tell you that the pres­ 
ent session is just plain dull. 
Whatever the reason, up to June 
1 this year there were 958 few’er 
pages of the Congressional Record 
and appendix printed than in the 
sam e five months of 1954. Which 
means, to the taxpayer, a saving 
of $76,640,

Nebraska’s Carl Curtis, pleadin g with a Con ­ 
gression al committee for fun ds for con struc­ 
tion of a 230-kilovolt tran smission lin e from 
Fort Ran dall to Gran d Islan d, told the group 
that such a facility was in corporated in the 
origin al plan s prepared by the Army En gin eers 
for power developmen t in the Missouri Basin . 
But thin gs were differen t then . 
Mr. Curtis may have felt in un n ecessary to 
explain the differen ce. It has been a settled 
admin istration policy sin ce Mr. 
Eisen hower 
came in to office to discourage buildin g of tran s­ 
mission lin es by federal loan s to supply elec­ 


tricity to public bodies. In stead, policy has been 
to leave that over to the private utiltiies. 
Nebraska n eeds the power badly. The heavier 
tran .smission lin e to Gran d Islan d will supply 
adequate power to en able well irrigators to put 
water on the lan d, add thousan ds of acres of 
lan d to Nebraska’s irrigated empire. Without 
it the expan ded irrigation program will suffer. 
Nebraska’s Con gression al delegation is un an i­ 
mous in support of the Gran d Islan d lin e. Un ­ 
fortun ately it n ullifies its own effectiven ess 
when it supports admin istration policy on tran s­ 
mission lin es in other areas than Nebraska. 


Nothing Changed 


Whatever may have gon e on behin d closed 
doors it must be said that outwardly the Russian 
visit with Tito, Jugoslavia’s dictator, was a 
labor of love without much reward. 
Soviet leaders Bulgan in an d Khrushchev have 
gon e back to Moscow holdin g their copy of a 
statemen t on world affairs that wouldn ’t buy 
much in the world market. It said prin cipally 
that Red Chin a’s legitimate claims in For­ 
mosa should be recogn ized. But it didn ’t de­ 
fin e them. It also said Red Chin a ought to be 
given membership in the Un ited Nation s. But 
it didn ’t say when or un der what con dition s. 
An d it also said the way should be paved for 
the peaceful solution of world problems. 
All of that comprises a man ifesto that an y ­ 
on e could safely sign an d of which it could 


be said n o reason able, en lighten ed n ation would 
disagree. 
It was n o surprise that Tito did n ot give the 
back of his han d to Commun i.st Chin a. He him­ 
self is a Commun ist. It would be in con sisten t for 
him to reject the Commun ist prin ciples else­ 
where. But he is an in depen den t Commun ist 
as his relation s with Commun ist Russia proves 
an d it does n ot follow that his en dorsemen t of 
Commun ism in Chin a is an en dorsemen t of 
loyalty an d support to whatever Chin a desires. 
All in all the U.S. State Departmen t foun d 
n othin g un expected or disturbin g in the Rus- 
sia-Jugoslavia con versation s rather acceptin g 
it as added eviden ce that the clearin g .skies of 
world un derstan din g 
are con tin uin g 
without 
chan ge.

Just about the same time that Nebraska’s 
Gov. Vic An derson was tellin g Secretary of 
Agriculture Ben son in Den ver that Nebraska 
farmers were willin g to give the Ben son flex­ 
ible price support sy stem a chan ce, Farm er 
Charles Marshall, of the Nebraska Farm Bureau 
Federation , testifyin g before a Con gression al 
subcommittee, had a differen t idea of it. Mr. 
.Marshall wasted n o words. The surprisin g thin g 
about his testimon y is that the Farm Bureau 
Federation has been Ben son ’s chief support. 


★ 
Marshall really let fly. The provision to drop 
wheat supports to 50 per cen t of parity if acre­ 
age quotas are rejected is “purposely design ed 
to force a ‘y es’ vote,” Mr. Marshall told a group 
of sen ators. Speakin g for the American Farm 
Bureau Federation , Mr. 
Marshall 
recommen ded 
that Con gress boost the 
n ation al 
acreage 
allot­ 
men t for the 1956 crop 
of wheat from the presen t 55 million acres 
to 62 million acres. He proposed a boost in 
the support level for farmers who stay with­ 
in acreage allotmen ts from the prescribed 50 
per cen t to 65 per cen t of parity . Perhaps 
his most sign ifican t testimon y was his charge 
that the more efficien t an d better adapted 
producin g (wheat) states losin g the right to 
produce wheat, but this right to produce is 
bein g un fairly redistributed within states. 


★ 
Within Kan sas, he said, the right to produce 
wheat is bein g tran sferred from the west to 
the east—the part of the state that really de­ 
pen ds on wheat for its farmin g in come to an 
area that has man y altern atives to wheat pro­ 
duction . Equally con spicuous is the fact that 
such wheat producin g states as Kan sas, Texas 
an d Oklahoma are bein g given iivcreased acre­ 
age allotmen ts of substan tial n ature; 
other 
states, In cludin g Nebraska, Mon tan a an d the 
two Dakotas, are bein g assign ed reduced acre­ 
ages for 19 56. 


Mr. Marshall in jected a n ew n ote in to the 
farm con troversy . Sin ce the 19 45-49 period aver- 
a-ge, wheat acreage in the Un ited States has 
been reduced from 71 million to 54 million in 
19 54, w'hile the rest of the producin g coun tries 
in the world have expan ded 
wheat production by 74 mil­ 
lion acres. As n ow operated, 
the production 
c ur b s , he 
said, are takin g away the 
right to produce wheat from the Un ited States 
an d givin g it to other coun tries. There is a 
rather large mouthful for Secretary Ben son to 
gulp down . If the facts are what Mr. Marshall 
say s they are, Con gress should lose n o time 
in callin g the secretary of agriculture in on the 
carpet. For three straight y ears, Nebraska, on e 
of the larger w-heat producin g states, though 
n ot the ban n er on e, has taken a slash in acre­ 
age an d that slash has been more drastic than 
those 
imposed 
upon 
other 
wheat-producin g 
states. It has hurt this state; will hurt it even 
more. 


★ 
There may be wheat growers in Nebraska 
willin g to give Mr. Ben son 's flexible price sup­ 
port program a chan ce, but this state a y ear 
ago rejected the acreage allotmen ts imposed 
upon wheat growers an d may do so again 
despite the threat to drop supports to 50 per 
cen t of parity .

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LONDON — At the begin n in g of 
a n ew phase in the struggle be­ 
tween East an d West the un ity 
an d stren gth of the Western Al­ 
lian ce are at a n ew high. 
A review of the relative position 
of the two cen ters of power—Com­ 
mun ist an d n on -Commun ist—shows 
that for all the faults an d in con ­ 
sisten cies so 
widely 
advertised, 
the West has made defin ite gain s 
while despite iron cen sorship the 
cracks in the Eastern fron t are 
eviden t. 
Up to the presen t the struggle 
has been waged at lon g ran ge. 
Presumably , with the begin n in g 
of the Four-Power talks in mid­ 
summer, the protagon ists will come 
to closer grips. 
But despite the altered circum­ 
stan ces the n ature of the con test 
will remain the same, sin ce n o on e 
has an y illusion s that Moscow’s 
fun damen tal objective has chan ged. 
That objective is to break up 
NATO as the cen ter of Western 
stren gth an d get American divi­ 
sion s off the con tin en t of Europe. 
Threats an d in timidation failed 
to preven t the admission of West 
German y to NATO an d the projec­ 
ted creation of a German mili­ 
tary establishmen t. So n ow the 
method of n egotiation will be pur­ 
sued to the same en d. 
Short of some sudden an d un ex­ 
pected chan ge in political lan d­ 
scape, the W'est will be leadin g 
from stren gth in those n egotiation s. 
Despite some n eutralism 
sen ­ 
timen t, West German y has held 
firm an d Chan cellor Aden auer is 
determin ed to carry through the 
measures for rearmamen t called 
for un der the Western European 
agreemen t. 
The British election con firmed 
the Con servative policy of n ego­ 
tiatin g from stren gth, an d while 
there was some political appeal by 
Labor on the basis of cuttin g the 
two-y ear military service, n o on e 
suggested an y alteration of the 
policy of keepin g British forces in 
Europe. 
The level of prosperity an d pro­ 
duction in most of the coun tries of 
the 
allian ce is extraordin arily 
high an d although there are dan ­ 
ger sign s, such as the British rail­ 
way strike, the outlook for the fu­ 
ture is good. 
Even in Fran ce, in spite of high 
prices an d mon opoly con trols, pro­ 
duction has reached n ew records. 
It must be said, however, that 
Fran ce illustrates on e of the grave 
weakn esses in the allian ce. That 
is the relation ship of the western 
powers to colon ial an d formerly 
colon ial peoples.

streets at certain times will con ­ 
vin ce an yon e that the desired ade­ 
quacy does n ot exist.

Plan s for the widen in g of these 
an d possibly other streets should 
have already been well alon g but 
weeks of ideal con struction wea­ 
ther have passed with n o sign 
of an y street improvemen t pro­ 
gram.^ The Coun cil is on ly lettin g 
tn e problem grow bigger an d more 
acute by n ot tacklin g it n ow. 
No doubt there will be expres­ 
sion s made in favor of spen din g 
the city ’s street mon ey on the di­ 
agon al, but such a step would 
be a big mistake, in the min ds 
of man y , un til certain other pro­ 
jects are completed. The diagon als 
will be a major improvemen t but 
their con struction 
is 
extremely 
costly an d they will certain ly n ot 
remove en tirely the deman d for 
other good arterials. 
What studies are n eeded for im­ 
provemen ts to some of the exist­ 
in g bottlen eeks should be un der­ 
taken immediately an d plan s mad« 
for completin g some projects this 
summer. Available fun ds will un ­ 
doubtedly n ot be sufficien t to do 
all the work n eeded 
but 
there 
should be mon ey en ough to make 


a substan tial start in some areas. 
On ce again the time of heavy 
san itary sewer deman ds has ar­ 
rived an d the problems in volved 
are n o n earer a solution n ow than 
they were last y ear at this time. 
Several main sewer lin es are so 
overloaded that raw sewage is 
dumped daily in to Salt Creek. 
It is time the city an d san itary 
district forgot an y past disagree­ 
men ts they might have had an d 
get together on a plan of action . 
The basic determin ation 
to 
be 
made is which subdivision is go­ 
in g to assume the respon sibility 
ot the san itary sewer sy stem. 
The district n ow own s an d oper­ 
ates the disposal plftn t. This plan t 
was recen tly expan ded to the tun e 
of about $700,000 but the operation 
there can n ot move at maximum 
efficien cy so lon g as the sewage 
can n ot be delivered for treatmen t. 
With the plan t, it would seem 
logical that the district would as­ 
sume 
all 
sewer respon sibilities. 
Such an act on the district’s part 
would mean an in creased budget, 
n o doubt a bon d issue an d possibly 
sewage meter charges. The district 
however, could probably expan d 
an d han dle the problem more eas­ 
ily than the city could. With its 
utilities an d other areas of re­ 
spon sibility, the city , it seems, al­ 
ready has mofe than en ough to 
keep busy. 
Of vital importan ce n ow Is that 
n o more time be wasted in seek­ 
in g an an swer as to by whom an d 
how an adequate san itary sewer 
sy stem will 
be 
provided. 
New 
homes are con tin ually goin g up 
in 
the 
most 
overloaded 
sewer 
areas, addin g more pollution to 
Salt Creek. It would n ot be at all 
surprisin g if the city-eoun ty an d
